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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Groups I-IV, claim(s) 1-15 and 22-27 (in part), drawn to a promoter, and an 
expression cassette and plant comprising said promoter! wherein the invention 
encompasses a promoter having a specific sequence; and wherein the specific 
sequence for Groups I-IV is SEQ ID NO : 1-4, respectively. Claims that do not read 
on the elected sequence will be withdrawn from consideration. The Examiner 
requests that the Applicant please inform the Examiner of which claims read on the 
elected sequence. 

Group V, claim(s) 16 and 17, drawn to an available site of a plant which is obtained 
from a plant comprising at least one promoter promoting specific expression. 
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Group VI, claim(s) 18*20, drawn to a method for producing a desired gene product 
at a desired site. 

Group VII, claim(s) 21, drawn to a gene product. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-VII do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking groups I-VII is a plant promoter found using 
genomics tools or a gene product of a transcript identified by genomics tools. 
Aharoni et al (PMB (2001) Vol. 48, pp. 99-118) teach the use of DNA microarrays to 
identify expression patterns (see first paragraph on page 99), and it would not 
involve an inventive step to identify promoters associated with transcripts 
identified by this method. They teach gene products from transcripts identified this 
way (see paragraph bridging pages 115-116). Therefore, the technical feature 
linking the inventions of groups I-VII does not constitute a special technical feature 
as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups I-VII are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 
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3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
